McCain and Obama 
commemorate 9/11 
anniversary together

NEW YORK Presidential candidates John McCain 
and Barack Obama made Ground Zero their 
common ground for one rare day, free of politics 
and infused with memory 

Putting their partisan contest on a respectful 
hold, they walked together Thursday into the 
great pit where the World Trade Center once 
stood and, as one, honored the dead from the 
terrorist attacks of Sept, ii, 2001. 

They walked down a long ramp flanked with the 
flags of countries, chatting at times, silent other 
times, and sharing a quick laugh at one point. 
Right behind them, Cindy McCain clutched 
Mayor Michael Bloomberg’s arm— Michelle 
Obama was with her daughters in Chicago. 

At the bottom of the ramp, the two rivals 
stopped to talk with a small group of family 
members of the attacks’ victims of seven years 
ago. They laid flowers at the pit’s commemorative 
reflecting pool, bowed their heads and walked off 
to speak with fire and police personnel. There 
were no speeches. 

Earlier, McCain spoke briefly at a simple 
ceremony in rural western Pennsylvania, held on 
a large hilly field close to where United Airlines 
Flight 93, the third of four airliners commandeered 
by terrorists, crashed. The Arizona senator said 
those on the flight might have saved his own life, 
as some believe the terrorists wanted to slam that 
plane into the U.S. Capitol. He said the only way 
to thank those who died on the flight is to “be as 
good an American as they were.” 

Obama, in a statement, said that on Sept, ii, 
2001, ‘Americans across our great country came 
together to stand with the families of the victims, 
to donate blood, to give to charity, and to say a 
prayer for our country Let us renew that.”

Governor warns of danger as Texans evacuate

HOUSTON Authorities in the Houston area and 
along the Southeast Texas Gulf Coast ordered 
hundreds of thousands of people to evacuate 
Thursday as Hurricane Ike lumbered toward the 
coast and threatened to grow even stronger. 

Traffic was building on roadways leading 
away from low-lying areas in Galveston 
County, and officials urged residents to finish 
storm preparations quickly Some gas stations 
were running out of fuel as residents scurried 


to leave. 

“It’s a big storm. I cannot overemphasize the 
danger that is facing us,” Gov Rick Perry said 
at a news conference. “It’s going to do some 
substantial damage. It’s going to knock out 
power. It’s going to cause massive flooding.” 

Forecasters issued a hurricane warning for the 
Texas Gulf Coast from the Louisiana state line 
to near Corpus Christi. The warning, which also 
extended east along much of the Louisiana coast 
to Morgan City means hurricane conditions 


could reach the coast by late Friday with the 
front edge of the storm before its powerful 
center hits land over the weekend. 

If current projections of the storm’s path 
hold up, the area surrounding Houston— home 
to about 4 million people —would be lashed by 
the eastern or “dirty” side of the storm, said 
meteorologist Jeff Masters, co-founder of 
San Francisco-based Weather Underground. 
This stronger side often has punishing rains, 
walloping storm surge and tornadoes. 


STORM WATCH 

Ike is expected to become at least a 
Category 3 storm, with winds upward 
of 111 mph, before it comes ashore, the 
National Hurricane Center in Miami said. 
Some forecasts indicate Ike could grow 
to a Category 4, with winds of at least 
131 mph. Emergency officials warned it 
could drive a storm surge as high as 
18 feet.

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Not-so-thin is in fashion 

Fewer super-skinny models walk the runways at New York Fashion Week

NEW YORK For years, model thin has been in, but there were 
fewer protruding collarbones and ribs to be counted at New 
York Fashion Week, 

Models were up to sizes 2 and 4— not o, according to Man 
Fish, chair of a fashion designers health initiative. And at least 
one super-thin model who had the audience talking a few seasons 
ago was noticeably absent, 

“I think a lot of the direction from the designers has been a 
much healthier approach,” said James Aguiar, co-host of Ultra 
HD’s “Full Frontal Fashion,” who noticed more curves and 
smiles on the runway 

The question of how thin is too thin has been tossed around 
since Kate Moss made her modeling debut 20 years ago, usher- 
ing in an era of “heroin chic,” In 2006, at least two models died 
from complications linked to eating disorders, which prompted 
some in Europe to try to ban skinny models from the runway 

Efforts were more modest in the US, The Council of Fashion 
Designers of America held workshops on eating disorders and 
recommended that designers keep models younger than 16 off 
the runway, offer healthier snacks backstage and require those 
identified as having an eating disorder to seek professional help, 

“I think there’s progress,” said Fish, creative consultant for 
KCD Worldwide, which produces fashion shows and events, 
“The girls are still slim. We didn’t want them not to be slim. We

Eating disorders groups have recommended requiring adult 
models to have a body mass index of at least 18,5— the lower lim- 
its of a normal weight— and an independent medical certifica- 
tion affirming that they do not suffer from an eating disorder, 
“They do drug testing for sports. Why? To keep competi- 
tion clean but hopefully also to save lives. That’s what we want 
too,” said Lynn Grefe, CEO of the National Eating Disorders 
Association, 

For now, the goal is simply to raise awareness, said Diane von 
Furstenberg, designer and president of the Council of Fashion 
Designers of America, 

“I think that it’s a good thing to do it the way we’re doing it 
as opposed to throwing those poor girls on a scale and terrifying 
them even more,” she said.

The FBI recently has dealt with bank rob- 
bers who wore Kangol hats, secondhand 
clothes and even a Groucho Marx mus- 
tache. But a robbery suspect the bureau is 
searching for is apparently trying to steal 
the show 

“The Cross-Dressing Bandit” is wanted 
for a heist at a Park Ridge bank Aug. 13, 
where he calmly appeared in a long black- 
and-pink dress, a pink sun hat, long white 
gloves and white sandals before announc- 
ing a stickup. 

“We’re not sure if this guy put his 
ensemble together himself, or if he raided 
his grandma’s closet,” FBI Special Agent 
Tom Simon said. 

The bandit demanded access to the 
vault at the MB Financial Bank, but he 
had to settle for cash that a teller stuffed 
into a plastic bag after he brandished a 
black revolver with a wood-grain handle. 

The robber can be seen in images 
released by the FBI walking around the 
bank with the pink, floppy hat often 
shielding his face. But at least two bank 
employees and a customer may have got- 
ten a good look at her— errr, him. 

The bandit brought the three to a 
bathroom, where he tied their hands 
behind their backs with plastic restraints, 
authorities said. He eventually fled in an 
unknown direction, the FBI said.

Jewelry dealer robbed, stabbed 


A jewelry dealer from Florida was stabbed 
and robbed of jewelry and diamonds worth 
$1.5 million as he was about to check into 
a Schiller Park hotel Thursday afternoon, 
police said. 

A professional crew may be behind the 
heist, which happened around 5:45 p.m. 
outside a Hampton Inn on Mannheim 
Road in front of several witnesses, police 
said. 

The 51-year-old dealer, from Wellington, 
Fla., a town near West Palm Beach, was 
taken to Lutheran General Hospital, 
where he was in serious condition and 
undergoing surgery Thursday, police 
said. 

After a day spent showing his merchan- 


dise to jewelers in Chicago’s Oak Street- 
Michigan Avenue area, the dealer drove to 
Schiller Park, police said. 

He parked his car outside the hotel in 
the 3900 block of North Mannheim Road 
and began walking toward the entrance 
with two suitcases containing about $i 
million worth of jewelry and a briefcase 
with about $500,000 in diamonds, said 
Officer Jeffrey Snarski, a police spokes- 
man. 

The dealer was approached by three or 
four men who pulled at the luggage with- 
out saying a word. 

When the dealer “offered a little resis- 
tance,” one of the men pulled out a knife 
and began slashing at his wrists, according 


to Snarski. 

The attackers fled north on Mannheim 
Avenue in a i990s-model silver sedan with 
the license plate obscured, he said. 

The man suffered defensive wounds 
and lost a lot of blood in the attack, police 
said. 

Snarski said the dealer told him at 
the scene that he always watches over 
his shoulder, never drives a direct route 
and even checks his car for tracking 
devices. 

The stabber was described as 5-foot- 
5, 155 pounds, wearing a brown shirt and 
blue jeans.

Signs will direct pedestrians to 
Columbus Drive or Wabash Avenue 
to cross the river, but Wendella 
Sightseeing tour boats will provide 
shuttle service across the river “on an 
as-needed basis,” department officials 
said. 


When a handful of shirtless, paint-slath- 
ered boys appeared at an Oak Forest High 
School football game last week, Susan 
Bonner sensed that the delicate line of 
teenage propriety had been crossed. 

Bonner, the school’s athletic director, want- 
ed the boys to get dressed, saying it was a mat- 
ter of consistency: The community wouldn’t 
stand for girls wearing bikini tops or sports 
bras in the stands, so why should boys be able 
to dress like they were headed to the beach? 

“To me, it’s a double standard,” she said. 
“It’s just easier if we kept them all clothed.” 

Oak Forest banned the practice Thursday, 
providing its answer to a question that has 
vexed school officials around Chicago and 
the nation: Where does school spirit end and 
offensiveness begin? 

Some schools have no problem with 
chest-baring boys or sports bra-wearing girls 
appearing at football games. Others say it’s 
OK for boys, not for girls. And some say body 
painting is fine for the sprawl of an outdoor 
stadium, but not for the confines of a gym. 

Students who daub their torsos with school 
colors have been around for years, but wide- 
spread concern over the custom has bubbled 
up only recently Students leaving campus 
Thursday rolled their eyes at the administra- 
tion’s decision, calling the sight of paint-cov- 
ered boys harmless. Even a parent was criti- 
cal, saying it had become a common spectacle 
at sporting events. 

But Claudia Williams, who was picking up 
her daughter, was glad to hear of the ban on 
shirtless fans. 

“I think it’s inappropriate,” she said. 
“They’re just teenagers.”

2008 deadliest year 
for U.S. in Afghanistan 


D KABUL, Afghanistan Militants 
killed two U.S. soldiers in eastern 
Afghanistan on the anniversary of 9/11, 
making 2008 the deadliest year yet for 
American forces in the country that shel- 
tered A 1 Qaeda while it plotted the terror 
attacks on Newark and Washington. 

The NATO-led force said one soldier 
was killed when insurgents attacked a com- 
pound. The separate U.S.-led coalition said a 


second service member died in combat. No 
other details were released, but a Western 
military official told The Associated Press 
that both troops were American. 

Thursday’s deaths brings to 113 the num- 
ber of troops who have died in Afghanistan 
this year, surpassing 2007’s record toll of in. 

Afghanistan was the launching pad for 
A 1 Qaeda’s terrorist attacks on Sept, ii, 
2001. In response, U.S. forces invaded in 


October 2001 and drove the Taliban out of 
power in a matter of weeks. 

At a ceremony in Kabul commemorat- 
ing the Sept. II attacks. Col. Cody Smith 
said the date is a reminder of the terror 
experienced by those killed in the U.S. 
attacks experienced. 

“That is what drives me, to fight for 
freedom all over the world because those 
people that died were in terror of seeing the 
fire, of seeing ... their lives being taken from 
them,” Smith said. “We should fight, so that 
freedom reigns and terror does not.” 

Osama bin Laden, leader of the A 1 
Qaeda network, is believed to be in 
the lawless tribal belt on the Pakistan- 
Afghanistan border.

Believin’”— were several videos of Filipino 
singer Arnel Pineda belting out Journey 
tunes with his band, the Zoo. Pineda’s big- 
vocal stylings were eerily similar to those 
of Steve Perry, the Journey singer who led 
the band through its most popular period 
in the early and mid-1980s. 

Six weeks later, Pineda flew to the States 
to audition for Journey, and they liked 
what they heard. Pineda was named the 
band’s new lead singer in December, and 
he played his first show with the 
band in February in Chile. 

Now Pineda is set to make his 
Chicago debut with Journey on 
Friday 

Journey keyboardist Jonathan 
Cain says Pineda is the real 

deal, and that Journey— 

which released a new album, 
“Revelation,” in June— has more momen- 
tum now than in years past. 


“Musically, we’ve gelled,” Cain says. “It’s 
cool because when we first 
started out in 1998, it was 
like Journey without Steve 
Perry was not even plau- 
sible. And now, anything’s 
possible. That’s the way we 
look at it.” 

The band has been fueled 
by a flood of pop-culture 
references, and their signature tune “Don’t 
Stop Believin’ ” has sold more than 1.8 mil-

lion digital downloads, making it the No. 
I most downloaded track recorded in the 
pre-Napster era. 

Why has Journey struck a chord, and 
why does the band continue to resonate 
with audiences? 

“I just think it’s because we stuck to 
our guns,” Cain says. “Journey was always 
user-friendly, and it wasn’t a band that your 
parents hated. ... 

“Everybody knows a Journey song when 
they hear one.”

dumb down for 
Coens’ ‘Burn’

TORONTO Joel and Ethan Coen know their 
idiots. 

They’ve written every sort of bonehead, nit- 
wit and lamebrain imaginable in both comic 
and tragic form in such films as “Raising 
Arizona,” “Fargo” and “The Big Lebowski.” 

Tet they may have topped themselves 
for siring simpletons with the dark com- 
edy “Burn After Reading,” which stars usual 
Coen collaborators George Clooney, Frances 
McDormand and Richard Jenkins and new 
pals Brad Pitt, John Malkovich and Tilda 
Swinton. 

In the film, opening Friday, this bunch 
blunders its way through the motions of a spy 
game touched off by a missing computer disk 
with some modestly sensitive CIA secrets. 
It’s a farcical about-face from the Coens’ “No 
Country for Old Men,” which earned the 
brothers Oscars this year for best picture, 
director and adapted screenplay 

“Burn” is Pitt’s first time working with the 
Coens. 

“I’ve been knocking on the brothers’ door 
for a few years, so I was really happy when 
they called,” Pitt said at a news conference 
this week during the Toronto International 
Film Festival. “I was a little upset,” Pitt added, 
laughing, when he read the script and realized 
his character is a fool. 


“We think of Brad as an actor opposed 
to a movie star, and we thought it would be 
interesting to see him play someone like this,” 
Joel Coen said. They got to know Pitt several 
years ago when they hoped to make him the 
star of a film that didn’t get made. Any chance 
of still making it? “No,” Ethan said, “because 
Brad is too old.” 

The Coens wrote Pitt’s part with him in 


mind, as they did most of the other actors 
with their names above the title, including 
Clooney, who has played a Coen brothers 
idiot twice before— in “O Brother, Where 
Art Thou?” and “Intolerable Cruelty” 

The Coens are a little hazy on the order in 
which they came up with the film’s strange 
confluence of Washington’s intelligence 
community and the world of fitness, but Joel 


Coen says an early idea was casting Malkovich 
as a CIA analyst who loses his job. 

From there, they thought about how 
to cross his path with ordinary citizens in 
Washington and came up with the notion 
of McDormand, Joel Coen’s wife, as a gym 
worker obsessed with reinventing herself by 
plastic surgery

There are many reasons why it’s taken so long 
to remake “The Women.” 

For one: Institutional Hollywood sexism. 

And another: Have you looked at the 1939, 
all-female movie lately? Or read Clare Boothe 
Luce’s arch, backbiting, it’s-all-about-the-men 
source play from three years earlier? Women 
don’t talk— or, for the 
most part, act— like that 
anymore. You can’t just 
faithfully transfer it to a 
contemporary setting. 

So maybe it was a bless- 
ing that the remake’s 
original backers got cold 
feet in the ’90s and its 
starry cast dispersed for 
other projects (of the 
original intended players, 
only Meg Ryan (right) and 
Candice Bergen finally 
made it to the screen). 

That gave adapter-direc- 
tor Diane English time to 
give the characters 21st Century personali- 
ties. 

“It was definitely very challenging because 
the old movie is a kind of cult classic,” English 
said. “But I don’t think you remake a movie 
unless you have something new to say Seventy 
years have passed, and I thought, ‘Boy a lot 
has happened to women since then.’ ” 

Ryan and Annette Bening play longtime 
best friends Mary and Sylvie. Although their 
trust isn’t tested when the latter learns that 
the former’s husband is having an affair with 


Crystal (Eva Mendes), a perfume counter girl 
at Saks Fifth Avenue, it is severely damaged 
after Sylvie reluctantly does something to 
save her magazine editing job. 

“It was fun to play a businesswoman who 
wasn’t a mother,” said the actress, who has four 
children with her husband, Warren Beatty 
‘And I really liked having a woman who was 
not conflicted about not 
having children.” 

That’s a new wrinkle. 
But, as Ryan points out, 
the central issue of all ver- 
sions of “The Women”— 
what will Mary do about 
her collapsing marriage?— 
is as dramatic today as it 
was in the ’30s. 

“If this occurs in a wom- 
an’s life, it’s an enormous 
thing to happen,” said 
Ryan, whose own marriage 
to Dennis Quaid ended 
following an affair she had 
with Russell Crowe. “Yom 
husband is cheating on you and what do you 
do? Who are your allies and who comes to 
your aid? All of these things are, I think, rele- 
vant and equally true now. So it’s just different 
observations on an age-old trouble.” 

Tet one conceit from a previous era was 
quite noticeably retained: There are no men 
in the movie. 

“We had 25 production assistants on each 
of the four corners surrounding Fifth Avenue 
on a Sunday afternoon,” English said, “trying 
to keep men from wandering into the shot.”

‘SNL kicks off

“You can just feel it simmering,” says Darrell 
Hammond while walking down the hallways 
of Studio 8H at the NBC building in New 
York, as if he can touch the energy around the 
new season of “Saturday Night Live” pulsat- 
ing from the walls. 

One of the most anticipated seasons in the 
34-year history of “SNE’ premieres at 10:30 
p.m. Saturday with Michael Phelps hosting. 

With an election filled with comic mate- 
rial galore, “Saturday Night Live” is beginning 
early this year. Three prime-time shows also 
are planned on NBC, as well as a special the 
night before the election. 

“The stakes are really high and everyone 
knows it,” says “SNE’ executive producer 
and creator Lome Michaels. “We’ll definitely 
make some noise.” 

At the center of that noise will be Hammond 
and Fred Armisen, the cast members playing 
the candidates: Sen. John McCain and Sen. 
Barack Obama, respectively While McCain 
and Obama duke it out on the campaign 
trail, their every move will be observed and 
reflected in the fun-house mirror of these two 
mimic maestros. 


FEY COMEBACK? 

No one at “SNL” will say who will play John

“SNE’ has been on an upswing in recent 
years — creatively and in the ratings — and last 
year’s strike-marred season reminded many 
of the show’s political relevance. Particularly 
influential was a sketch by veteran writer and 
political humor specialist Jim Downey that 
depicted the media fawning over Obama. 

Armisen and Hammond, though, prefer not 
to think about any effect “SNE’ might have on 
the polls. “I almost feel like it would be a bad 
idea to put that much pressure on yourself,” 
says Armisen in an interview in his office with 
Hammond. “I enjoy the theater of it.” 

“We’re distorting a piece of temporary per-

Hammond says. “I kind of think of myself as 
a clown who wears funny noses. I don’t think 
that Em a policy wonk or a legislator.”

Who wants sex? 

Men may not be the sexed-up ones 

Are men more sexed up than women? Maybe not. 

Men are way more into sex than women, according to popular 
opinion. 

Not exactly good news for a gay gal, because that theory means 
that youVe far less likely to get your groove going on a regular basis 
than a guy. 

But is the theory true? 

In the 2007 sociological tome “Close Encounters: 

Communication in Relationships,” the authors put forth the idea 
that the wide gap between the male and female sex drive isn’t just 
conjecture, but factual.

Have hotel 
near convention but am willing to meet near downtown. Must send 
pic before meeting.” I grabbed a bogus photo that didn’t show a face. 

Responses started hitting my inbox only a few minutes after I 
posted, and they did not disappoint.
